iiaNc.tsco, June 26.-— Prof. Da- t 
tho coast and geodetic survey, is 
taking great interest in a little item in the 
appropriation bill which now looks as if it 
will remain in the bill when it becomes a 
law. It is an appropriation of $20,00*3 
for expenses in carrying on a preliminary 
survey of the frontier line between Alaska 
and British Columbia. Prof. Davidson 
says that more than once be has been 
consulted in the matter of tho contem- 
plated survey. The work will l>u an ex- 
tremely difficult one, and it will require 
tho skill of thorough field officers to meet 
t be many obstacles which the nature of the 
country 'present. The barrier of the const 
mountains has never been crossed; neither 
Indian trails nor prospectors' trail can be 
seen from the great channels and fords 
which bound the continental shore. We 
see the Slickeen river breaks through the 
mountain range, but the transverse val- 
leys are filled with grunt glaciers. In- 
dians from this archipelago have never 
crossed thu mountains directly, but have 
followed the streams, One exception is 
montioned by Prof. Davidson, where the 
Chilcat chief Koh-Klu crossed from the 
Chilcat river and crossed the intervening 
coast range to the vicinity of Dry bay on 
the Pacific shore. The trip was made on 
the snow in winter. The professor thinks 
it will require indomitable pluck and 
great resources <>f invention to overcome 
the many dillicult and intricate problems 
that will be presented. 

THE ARBITRATION. 

On Wednesday morning tho Arbitra- 
tion Commission which is to settle, tho 
claim of the C. P. It. against tho Domin- 
ion Government on account of the state 
of the road built under the Onderdonk 
contracts between Port Moody and Sav- 
onns, commenced its sitting at the Hotel 
Vancouver. The company claim that tho 
road, when it was handed over to thorn 
but. not foiiiiiilly noeupted, waB not in a 
tit and proper condition and that a large 
amount of money had to be expended in 
order to' lit the road for traffic. It is to 
settle the amount, if any, due the com- 
pany under this claim that the com- 
mission has been appointed. Tln<_ com- 
mission consists of Mr. T. C. Keufor, 
C. E., of Ottawa, president of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
the arbitrator chosen by the C. P. R. ; 
Mr. C. C. Gregory, of Antigonish, 
N. S., chosen by tho government, and 
the Hon. John A. Boyd, chancellor of 
the province of Ontario, chosen as iim- 
iilre by the two arbitrators. The 
company's interests will be looked 
after by Mr. W. C. Van Homo, 
Vioo-Presidont and General, Manager; 
Judge G. M. Clarke of Montreal, solici- 
tor, C. P. R., and Messrs. Walter CVisels 
and Blackatock, b.irristera, Toronto. The 
government will be represented, by Mr.

Lktiibiudqe, N. W. T., June 26. — A 
serious row took place here on Sunday 
evening. A number of Hungarian mill 
ers, celebrating a wedding, drank freely 
of Northwest beer, became intoxicated 
and started lighting. Sergt. Ross, a 
mounted policeman, attempted to arrest 
the principals, and was attacked by a 
mob of Hungarians. He called on citi- 
zens to assist him, when a general light 
occurred. Several policemen were in- 
jured, and a citizen named Chas. Kemp 
received n severe blow on tho bead with 
in axe. Clubs, chairs and axes were 
freely used. The police and citizens 
finally overpowered them. Sixteen riot- 
ers were locked up, and live of them 
wore heavily tined by Supt.. Deane to-day. 
Those charged with the most, serioUB of- 
fences will bo tried before Col. MacLedD. 
None of tho injured men are in a danger- 
ous condition.

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VICTORIA DISTRICT ELECTION. 

With tho down of yesterday's 

son the canvass in Victoria district came 
to an end. To-day the electors have an 
opportunity presented of giving practical 
shape to their views, by depositing their 
ballot papers. The two candidates in the 
field are both respectable citizens. Ono 
has been tried and found wanting, by a 
large majority. Tho other, although un- 
tried as n politician, was born and roared 
in the district, and is the sou of a gentle- 
man who formerly did "the state soma 
service" by representing the district for 
two terms in the legislature. The Oppo- 
sition candidate in tho present contest 
comes before the electors with an un- 
savory political record. While in tho 
legislature ho voted to raise the provincial 
tax from city real estate and retain it on 
country real estate, llo voted to make 
taxes delinquent on the 3rd of March in 
each year, a date most inconvenient to 
the fanners. llo voted to add 4.'5 per 
cent to the amount of taxes when in de- 
fault, llo procured the appointment wf his 
business partner as road boss and lavished 
the bulk of the money voted for public 
works in tho vicinity of his own farm or 
or on mads leading thereto. During the 
canvass he told the electors he know of 
Whole districts that lie wmU. because of 
over-ta*»«<»""- When challenged to men- 
single instance of over taxation or 
over-valuation, he explained that he did 
not refer to British Columbia, but to Eng- 
land! In the name of all that is good and 
great, what have the domestic affairs of 
Great Britain to do with the political con- 
test in Victoria district / And if Mr. 
Mellmoyl did not refor to this province, 
•why did hm "seek to point a moral and 
adorn a tale" by lugging England into the 
controversy I The fact is, Mr. Mellmoyl 
was badly cornered. He could not indi- 
cate a single local instanceandsought to es- 
cape from the reponsibility of having fibb- 
ed by telling another. One of Lhe most 
statesmanlike acts of the present gov- 
ernment is the measure to make the 
cities sustain the high schools, thus lift- 
ing the burden from the shoulders of the 
tanners and placing it where it belongs uf 
right. Mr. Mellmoyl objects to this 
policy. He thinks the district should 
contribute a share towards the mainten- 
ance of institutions! which they cannot 
use. He goes even further. In the face 
of the fact that since the present minis- 
try took office the expenditure on school 
account, has more than doubled the 
amount expended when Air. Mellmoyl 
was in the house, he accuses the gov 
eminent of trying to abolish free schools' 
Either Mr. Mellmoyl is silly, or taking 
the electois to he natural-born fools, lie 
imagines they will accept any absurdity 
as truth. Every reflecting person must 
admit that the policy of the govern- 
ment is the only one possible to save the 
tree system of education from destruction, 
and, surely, the constituency Mr. Mcll- 
moyl aspires to represent must see thai 
the money saved by casting the burthen 
of supporting the high schools on the 
municipalities becomes available for the 
establishment and maintenance of addi- 
tional primary schools in the country dis- 
trictu. Mr. Tolmie has taken a much 
more sensible view of tho political and 
economic issues involved. He has con- 
demned his opponent's reckless expendi- 
ture of money about his own homestead, 
and hae shown up his betrayal of the 
tanners by hi* vole on the Assessment 
Act of 187!*. Mr, Tolmie approves of the 
policy of the government- "> declining to 
perpetuate the grave injustice of casting 
the burthen of supporting the high schools 
on the country districts. Mr. Tdlniis 
, promiseH,' if elected, to spouro the equita- 
ble expenditure of public money in every 
putt of the district, instead of follow- 
ing the evil policy to which Mr. 
Mr. Molluu.yl was committed of spending 
it all in one corner— tho corner nearest 
his own farm. Mr. Tolmie has further 
j>roinisod, if elected, to work in harmony 
with Ml. Anderson, lhe present member. 
Mr. Mellmoyl has pfojniwd, if elected, 
to thwart by the moans at his com.- 
iuand the efforts til Mr. Anderson l«> ad- 
vance the interests of the district. 

We cannot see how there can be a mo- 
ment's hesitation in phyoalttg between the 
two candidates. The one is committed 
to jj factious and hopeless Opposition. The 
Other is Pledged to give the government 
»n independent (not a servile) support. 



ViOTOItIA District should be the last to 
oppose thi! return of a supporter of the 
present government, which has been so 
liberal in its appropriations to it. Tol- 
mie ought to be the choice of the good 
people of the peninsula. 

" THE CAT." 

" The Cat," as an instrument of pun- 
ishment to criminals, seems destined to 
be brought more into requisition in the 
future than it has hitherto been. Statis- 
tics go to prove that it is much more sue 
cessful as a"deterront" than long terms of 
imprisonment. It is said that those who 
ha_ve once been tloggud for criminal acts 
are rarely known to appear before tho 
courts a second time, while, as everyone 
knows, many of those who have been 
sent to prison or penitentiary are con- 
stantly reappearing for second or third 
terms. In fact, a comparatively small 
percentage of the commitals within u 
certain time wili be found to bo lira! 
offences. Those who are guilty of the 
baser crimes of violence Ate often arrant 
cowards. Contilioinont, or even hard 
work with gtiod food, has nu terrors for 
them at all comparable with those of a 
severe (logging administered in suitable 
instalments. We are all aware that there 
is in ue li to be said again t such a mode ol 
punishment. It must apparently be bru- 
talizing in its effect, not only upon the 
culprit, but to some extent upon those 
who have to administer it. It is generally 
recognized, too, in these days, that legal 
punishment should have a reformatory as 
well as a deterrent end ill view. We are 
Hot aware, however, that any reforming 
agencies at present in operation in cull 
tied ion with our prisons are successful 
enough to make this a strong'poitit in the 
argument, while any legitimate treatment 
which prevents a repetition of the offence 
by the individual convict effects a practi- 
cal reform of great value. Mr. Justice 
Day, an English judge of high authority, 
says that the use of "the cat" is found to 
be the most efficacious form of punish- 
ment. The opinion is well worth care- 
ful consideration. Flogging is now be- 
ing carried out in I tularin, mure especially 
for crimes of a bestial nature, and has 
been attended with good results. The 
man who once feels the lash has no desire 
for the experience again.

Those who profess to know , ami it is also 
understood in confident ial quarters, that 
the mine was to be shut down in conse- 
quence of the action of the Knights of 
Labor; that the company had become 
tired of having the Knights run their 
business, and had therefore determined 
to shut the mine down till such time as 
the employees would agree to attend to 
t heir part, of the work and lot the business 
of the company alone.
